"One “Million Iron And ‘Steel 
Workers May Go On Strike 


Paris, Oct. 31-——A strike of over a million iron and steel workers, was 
regarded by observers here today as a probable development in the struggle for 
power between the French Government: and the Communists, hitherto centred 


on the ‘pits “and the ports, 


This serious extension of the trouble was in prospect as a result of week- 
end developments on the eve of the fifth week of the coal strike. 


The threat of an fron and steel 
strike followed an ultimatum for 
wages by not inter than 
November 5, prescnted on Satur- 
day, by the Communist Iron and 
Steet Workers Trade Union Federa- 
tion. 

A similar ultimatum was present- 
ed: by: the Communists Textile 
Workers Union.

was principally interested in build- 
ing_up_the_standard_of living _of ‘ita: 
population, and that the bulk of its 
future _ orders, would be for. food 
items and for ‘things which directly 
or indireetly affect food production. 

He ‘said: “We -are concentrating 
on importing agricultural machinery 
and: locomotives from Canada.. Our 
transportation m hos been 
rulned by war and, with famine 
often threatening certain parts of 
India, we must have on cffectivo 
railway system to maintain the 
economy of tho whole country.”
